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PREFACE 


The essential thing for the beginner in reading is that 
he shall like what he reads. To furnish such material 
has been the chief aim of this book. 

At the same time great care should be taken to have 
the vocabulary increase slowly, with abundant, sane repe- 
tition. This has been secured by placing in proper order 
stories closely related in form, phrasing, and vocabulary. 

The most successful teachers of primary reading pave 
the way for the early lessons by giving the story orally. 
The children tell it back to the teacher and then drama- 
tize it. This makes the oral vocabulary familiar before 
any attempt is made to read the lesson. 

With this plan the child acquires his reading vocabu- 
lary naturally and easily (1) by the illustration, (2) by 
the impetus of the story, or the context, (3) by the posi- 
tion of the words in the sentences, and (4) by repetition. 

All the stories in this reader can be dramatized. A few 
are given in dramatic form to serve as models for pupils 
and teacher. The others may be dramatized by the chil- 
dren themselves, the teacher giving suggestions when- 
ever necessary.
